WASHOE’S EXPERIENCE. 


Readers of this paper will remem- 
ber the first report on the Norton de- 
falcation, and the stand at that time 
taken by the Gavetre. We held that 
facts had been taken from the record, 
and they ‘should either be shown to 
have rio legal consequences or the 
truth should be kaown and acknowl- 
edged tor all time. 

There was a persistent ard orga- 
nized attempt, among the officers and 
their partisans, to suppress the voice 
of truth and to whitewash the black 
spots which investigation had uncov- 
ered. | 

Men who knew the truth had been 
reported did not dare to maintain it, 
and even on the grand Jury there was 
a manifest and determined opposition 
to investigation. | 

It has often been said that the of- 
ficers should have been indicted if the 
truth was reported, and this has been 
the basis for an insiouation that it was 
desired then to injure the guilty of- 
ficials without cause. 

This was merely a portion of the 
whitewashing programme, but it is 
time the truth were known. 

It was barely by a majority of one, 
and after two ballots,that any investi- 
gation whatever héd been voted. It 
was only by a threat of the minority 
to report, that the truth was forced 
into court. How then could an in- 
dictment have been secured? 

Atter the report the then court, of- 
ficers and friends of the accused have 
te this day left nothing undone to 
cover up the matter, and conceal the 
truth from taxpayers. 

The Commissioners, District Attor- 
ney, and Treasurers since that time, 
are equally culpable for the pre sent 
treasury deficiency, and the people 
may justly demand from anyone of 
them an explanation. 

They have permitted a wrong state 
of affairs to continue, either through 
silence or ignorance, and either is in- 
excusable. | 

Ifthey did not know the truth long 
ago, they have been incompetent of- 
ficers. Ifthey did know it they have 
been unfaithful. 

It is hardly the proper course now 
for any officer to say he did it,” af. 
ter participating in the commission of 
the act, or perpetuating its evil conse- 
quences. | 

The county treasury is $2,800 short 
and anyone of the officers since 1878 
and before the bank failure, 
could have prevented it. 

They have left their duties undone 
and allowed the mangy whitewashers, 
who whined cur-like at the heels of 
honest taxpayers, to saddle them with 
the burden. 

That is the way to tell it because 
that is the truth. The desire to curry 
favor and the itch for re-election has 
made a compromise between duty and 
friendship. The entire transaction is 
now to be closed, and hence it seems 
well to us that the truth, which was 
told by the Gzazrre in the beginning, 
should be heard once more at the end.

DOLAN'’S DEED.

He Approaches John Coyle on Tiptoe 
and Empties « Revolver 

Into His Victim. 


A GAZETTE correspondent at Battle 
Mountain writes the following partic- 
ulars of the recent shooting at that 
place on the 7th: 

John Dolan, of Lewis, shot John 
Coyle this afternoon in the Arcade 
saloon. All particulars point to the 
deed as & cold-blooded murder. Coyle 
was standing at the bar when Dolan 
approached him on tiptoe from be- 
hind and emptied the contents of his 

revolver at him, two shots taking ef- 
fect, one shaving the wrist and the 
other passing through the shoulder 
and entering his breast. The doctors 
have probed for the bullet to the 
depth of seven inches, but could not 
find it, and pronounce him mortally 
wounded. The crowd gathered to 
lynch Dolan. To save him from the 
mob he was taken by special train to 
Lewis Junction, where they caught 
the express for Austin’ 
„ Dolan bears a bad name, having 
been in several shooting scrapes be 
fore, and was himself shot in Austin 
some time ago. Later advices state 
that Dolan was safely lodged in the 
Austin jail. The stage driver from 
Lewis on the morning of the 8th re- 
ported Coyle still alive with a chance 
of his recovery, provided the doctors

| THE SALARY LAW. 


An Important Suit Brought in Nye 
County. 


The Salary law seems to be giving 
trouble in Nye county. The Courier 
has the fullowing account of the com- 
mencement of a suit absut it. 4 
suit was instituted during the week 
against the Commissioners of Nye 
county Auditor and County Treasurer, 
by M. W. Esser, ef the firm of Ernst 
& Esser of Belmont. A temporary in- 
junction and order to show cause why 
it should not continue, and an order 
was issued restraining the above named 
officers from ordering or tranferring 
any moneys now in the General Fund 
of Nye county, or that may hereafter 
come into said fund, to the Officers’ 
Salary Fund of said county, until a 
final hearing and decision is had. This 


The dealers in county scrip, repre- 
sented by plaintiff, claiming it is their 
right (the General Fund of the county 
being in arrears) to have all moneys 
coming into said General Fund re- 
tained in said fund, and applied to 
the redemption of certificates of in- 
debtedness in their regular order, as 
there is money in said fund to redeem 
the same; the officers on the other 
hand claiming, under the provisions of 
the Salary law enacted by the Legis- 
lature of 1879 and 1881, the right to 
transfer frem said General Fund of 
the county sufficient of the moneys 
coming into said General Fund from 
time to time to make up the deficiency 
due on their saleries, which are now 
in arrears more than four months of 
the present year. This is one of the 
hardships attendant upon the passage 
of the Salary law, for which no ade- 
quate provision has been made in the 
statutes, The order of the Court re- 
Strains the Auditor from making any 
payment from the General Fund on 
any allowances against said fund until 
further order of the Court. This is a 
just order tor both parties. The case 
is set for hearing Nov. 7.“

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UPS AND DOWNS. 


Once a Wealthy Banker, Now a Pauper. 


On Montgomery street the other 
evening, says the Stock Report, a man 
was seen leaning against a rail in a 
stupid state of intoxication. The man 
seventeen years ago was the most 
prominent banker in a leading min- 
ing city. He spent the night in a 
cell in the station house, and the next 
morning was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $5 or spend 24 hours in the city 
prison asa drunk. A few minutes 
afterwards he was pacing the corridor 
of the prison waiting fora friend ef 
his better days to pay the fine. When 
he was a banker his bank was consid- 
ered as strong as the Bank of Eng- 
land. One Monday morning, when 
the bank was opened, the safe doors 
stood wide open and the safe was 
empty. A trusted clerk was missing 
and he has never been heard of since. 
There were innuendoes of collusion, 
but the members of the banking firm 


have been poor men from that day to 


this, and one of them had not five 
dollars to pay his fine in the Police 
Court the other morning. 


—— 
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Look Out for Them. 

Counterfeit $10 pieces are being 
circulated in San Francisco that are 
hard to detect from the genuine. The 
coin is light in weight but so well ex- 
ecuted that none but experts could 
tell at first sight that it was counter- 
feit. A microscopic examination re- 
veals that the formation of the letters 
on the reverse side is not perfect, 
some of them being without the true 
line, and no one of them is formed as 
clearly and distinctly as those on the 
genuine coin. The Bulletin says one 
of these begus coins was paid to the 
Receiving Teller of the German Sav- 
ings and Loan Lociety on Monday,and 
it was not until after a careful micro- 
scopic examination of the coin 
that its spuriousness was discovered 
It is light in weight, and when tested 
by the delicate instrument in use at 
the principal banks, was found to 
weigh hardly more than a $5 gold 
piece. Upon scraping off some of the 
gold plating, the body of the coin was 
found to consist of some kind of 
white metal, supposed to be silver. 
The coin is also not perfectly round, 
but otherwise is so well executed that 
none but an expert could at first sight 
know that it was a counterfeit.

ELBERON, September 8, 12:30.
